Covered with a pale green 
glaze vvhich has oxidized to an irricescent silver, It 16 one or The 
only complete sets in a museum collection. 
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For November llth, the Masterpiece of the Week will be our great 
Titian Portrait of Granvella. Ample opportunity will be afforded to 
study undisturbed this, the most important portrait in America, and 
to marvel at the passage of painting of the left hand. 


The Flemish and Dutch Painting Gallery has been rearranged and 
now the magnificent Rembrandt is honored with an entire wall, where 
its unsurpassed beauty can be fully appreciated. The Habbema Lana- 
scape, one of the finest from his brush, has been hung again. Ihe 
Chinese Porcelain Cases have been changed, and an exquisite tea set 
of delicately painted enamel, and finely chased gold and glass beads 
from the Han Dynasty are being displayed for the first time. 


Mr. Langdon Warner, our Oriental advisor, will be in Kansas 
City at the middle of the month and it is hoped a special lecture 
oy him on the Chinese Collection can be announced for that time. 
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The Gallery is host to some 1,500 school children every week, 
who are developing an interest and an understanding of the muniri- 
cent gift presented the citizens by Mr. Nelson.
